M ORE than two months 


have now elapſed ſince, in conformity to your 
Lordſhip's recommendation, I tendered to you 
the Preſentation in my favour to the Rectory of 
Bradwell near the Sea, vacant by the deceaſe of 


the Reverend George Pawſon, the late Incum- 


bent. As no deciſive refuſal of it on your part 
has yet been given, I am not without hopes that 
ſome circumftances, probably unknown to you, 
which I ſhall now ſtate for your information, 
may induce your Lordſhip to view the whole 
caſe in a light not unfavourable to my intereſt, 
and claim. 


Your Lordſhip remarked, at our laſt inter- 
view, „that if, under legal advice, you ſhould 
feel yourſelf warranted in objecting to my Pre- 
ſentation, you muſt candidly acknowledge, that it 


would ariſe from the ground of my occupation 


of the Glebe and Tythes, which you were not 
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CF 
then prepared to ſay, did, or did not amount to 
a virtual reſignation in my favour ;”—allow me, 
therefore, to ſtate to you the origin, and what ap- 
peared to me the juſtification, as well as neceſſity 


of this reſidentiary occupation on my part: it 


will demonſtrate, I truſt, that the Lands and 
Revenues, &c. of the Church of this Pariſh 


were thus reſcued from waſte and dilapidation, 
and the decent performance of its official duties, 
from a long, and ſhameful neglect. This expla- 
nation will unavoidably require ſome detail. It 
may be proper to premile, that the Advowſon 
in queſtion was purchaſed when it was full, 
though with an expectation of poſſeſſion at no 
very diſtant period, from the declining health 
of the Incumbent :—that the agreement was 
made under the ſanction, and in the preſence 
of a Profeſſional Gentleman of high reſpe&- 
ability, ſtill living, and evidently without any 
idea of a reſignation, becauſe no application was 
made to your Lordſhip's predeceſſor, or yourſelf 
for that purpoſe, during the ſeventeen years 
which Mr. Pawfon lived after ſuch contract. 


On going over the Glebe previous to the pur- 
chaſe, I found it to conſiſt of about three hundred 
acres of land, but in ſo ruinous a ſtate, from 


A. 
inundations, and various cauſes of extreme neg- 


lect, that the tenant was broken upon it, and no 
other could be procured to become its occupier, 


It was deſtitute of every building neceſſary for 


the conduct ot the buſineſs. On applying to the 
Farmer whoſe premiſcs adjoined, he declared to 


me, that he would not pafſeſs it on a leaſe of 


ſeven years rent free. The Church, and Chancel 
we' in a ſimilar ſtate; the Church yard without 
fence, nd it's graves even diſturbed by the hogs 
of the village. From the then unhealthineſs of 
the couutry, no Rector or Vicar reſided within 
many miles of this deſolated peninſula ; nor could 
a Curate of decent manners be found to live 
there on any terms, tor the due diſcharge of the 
ordinary parochial duties. From this ſurvey, my 
Lord, it was evident tome, that no effectual reform 
was practicable without great exertion, and that 


by a Gentleman who would reſide on the ſpot, | 


and become the adventurous occupier of this 
deluged, and impoveriſhed Farm : I thought 
myſelt competent to the undertaking, and was 
induced to cloſe with the propoſal, and accept 
the poſſeſſion. Still I entered upon it with re- 
luctance, aware that my tenure of reſidence muſt 
depend on the acquieſcence of my Dioceſan, 
who, by depriving nie of the Cure, might re- 
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move me to a reſidence on my own Living, 
The firſt ſteps I took, were to ſee the Church, 


with the Chancel, &c. repaired as became a place 
of Public Worſhip to have the Services of it 


regularly adminiſtered—to promote the increaſe 
of a neglected Congregation—to reſtore the Free 
School to the uſeful purpoſes of its inftitution— 
and to forma Police for the protection ofa country 


which I found lawleſs. My next objects were to 


drain the Glebe Lands, and prevent the Sea from 
continuing to overflow them, by embanking in an 
additional portion ; for which I was honoured 
by the Society of Arts and Sciences with a re- 
ward of their Gold Medal. In ſhort, my Lord, 
after many years unceaſing exertions, and an 
expenditure in all reſpects proportionate, I have 
the ſatisfaction to know, that the Advowſon of 
Bradwell, with all its appendages, has been thus 
reſtored, from a long and diſgraceful ſtate of 
abandonment, to the decent rank it may now 


fairly claim in the Eſtabliſhed Church, 


And here, my Lord, I may be allowed to re- 
peat, what I urged to you in perſon, that if this 
my improyement of the Glebe, &c. on terms 
confeſſedly fo long, and well known to two of 
my Dioceſans, had been deemed by either in- 
conſiftent with the real intereſts of the Church, 


E 


the authority with which you are inveſted, might 
at any moment have prevented it's continuance. 
Where then could have been found the virtual 
reſignation in my favour, of which your Lord- 
ſhip ſeems now ſo apprehenſive, when my ſlender 
tenure reſted ſolely on the retention of the Cure, 
from which I was at all times removeable at 
your pleaſure ? You will be plcaſcd to recollect. 
that ſome years paſt, in compliance with my 
requeſt, you favoured me ſo far, as to withdraw 
your licence, given to my then aſliſtant, Mr. 
Shaw, for Bradwell Curacy, leſt it might inca- 
pacitate me reſpecting this tenure ; which, to my 
mind, ſeemed to countenance the very act you 
are now inclined to queſtion. It is neceſſary 
alſo for your Lordſhip's information, that the 
moſt conſiderable portion of the Tythes had 
been previouſly leaſed to Mr. William Smith for 
three lives, at a reduced rent, upon a fine, and 
devolved to his Executor, Mr. John Willes, 
who retained it uninterruptedly till Mr. Pawſon's 
deceaſe ; that Mr. Pawſon continued invariably 
to exerciſe all the eſſential acts of incumbency, 
and even nominated, as Rector, to the Free 
School, but a ſhort time before his death, with- 
out paying the ſmalleſt regard to my recom- 
mendation, Theſe are points which I conceive 
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material for your conſideration. Whatever of 


error there may have been in the tranſaction, 
your Lordſhip's candour in declaring to me that 
you were at a loſs to ſatisfy your own mind whe- 
ther there was any thing illegal in it, or not, 
will, I truſt, exempt me from the charge of an 
intentional offence againſt the Conſtituted Au- 
thorities of the Church, which my beſt endea- 
vours have been directed to ſupport. In a word, 


my Lord, I have devoted my whole fortune, and 


the principal part of an active life, to the general 


cultivation of the ,neighbourhood in which I 


have reſided : for the effect of theſe exertions on 
the people around me, I may with ſome confi- 
dence refer you to the approving teſtimony of 
my County. I have no difficulty in acknow- © 
ledging, that I had an eventual expectation of 
ſome recompence for my labours.--It is with 
our Lordſhip now to determine, whether, out 
of the whole of theſe proceedings, there can 
ariſe cauſe ſufficient to juſtify to your own 
feelings, and to the world, an official inter- 
ruption of what I deem my fair, and legal right 
of ſucceſſion. ED

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Your ſucceſsful and laudable exertions in the 


improvement of the Rectoiy of Bradwell, and

After 
the information I received from you at Fulham, 
that you had received the complaint preferred 
by your Sequeſtrators againft me, it would be 
unneceſſary to enter with your Lordſhip into a 
nice diſcuſſion about their not © Lodgeing ſuch 
complaint, on which you lay a peculiar ſtreſs.

This ſuccour, my Lord, from 
you, and the partizanſhip in their aid from your 
Nephew and Secretary, merely o ſave perſons

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apparent from thoſe comments of triumph that 
theſe perſons made to their neighbours on the 
various letters with which you had honoured 
them.—So ſtood the active, and, if on good 
grounds, your commendable interpoſition, as 
Ordinary, in your Sequeſtrators' ſupport. No 
want of authority or inclination, appeared in this 
outſtep to give them ample aid; abe, when 
their allegations could no longer be "ſuſtained, 


and I, in my turn, required only your re- 


commendatory influence, to ſave the revenues of 
the Church, for the benefit of the next Incum- 


bent, han your Lordſhip turns ſhort round,

Sequeſtrators,—after fo ſerious a diſavowal of it 
by your Lordſhip, I know not how I can ven- 
ture to offer a further remark : but for the im- 
partiality ard fairneſs, which you claim, in recom- 
mending the Churchwardens for legal advice to 
g friend of my 0w0n,” I muſt ſtate, that this re- 
commendation of them to Mr. Parker, your own 
Regiſter, as to a Lawyer, happened to be before

whether for maintaining the reparation of Chan- 
cels, payment of Curates ſpends, or ſecuring 
the Revenues of the Church, the power is with 
you, the appeal is to you, and the reſponſibility

On the avoidance of, and reinſtitution to a 
Living, there has lately happened rather a fingu- 
lar inſtance within this part of your Lordſhip's 
Dioceſe; I mean in a reſpectable Clergyman 
having been permitted to reſign into your hands 
a Living of 2001. to enable him to receive a dona- 
tive of only 50l. per annum, which was procured 
him through your immediate intereſt; anda few 
days afterwards, you reinſtituted — 9 to his for- 
mer Living. I mention this only to demon- 
ſtrate, that reſignations, if to anſwer particular 
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„the Biſhop to earry much weight with them, he has de. 
“ termined, and hereby notifies his intention to poſtpone his 
5 ſaid intended Viſitation, and Confirmation, in Hertford- - 
4 ſhire and Eſſex, te a more convenient ſeaſon ; of which

T ſhall cloſe theſe long, but indiſpenſible ob< 
ſervations, by remarking, that all I had con- 
ceived of Eccleſiaſtical juriſprudence, ſeems re- 
verſed, my Lord, in our caſe. While the 
extenſive Rectory of Bradzell lay waſte, it's 
Church ruinous, and deſerted, it's lands inun- 
dated, and it's congregation lawleſs and neglected, 
it claimed no further notice from its Dioceſan, 
than as it might yield exchanges, and reſigna- 
tions, ſuitable to the convenience of more fa- 
youred Incumbents : but no ſooner were it's 
Revenues improved, and it's converſion com- 
pleted, after ſeventeen years exertions, than the 
propriety of the reformation was queſtioned, and 
the Promoter of it became a marked object of 
Epiſcopal reprehenſion.
